Mrs, Ullmer concerning the removal of 
the children's tonsils and last Thurs- 
day afternoon he A^ent to the inimer 
home prepared to perform the opera- 
tion. 
There was some difflcultj^ ac- 
cording to Dr. Goheen'« testimony taken 
by Coroner E. F. Kruse, in getting the 
little ones 
sufficiently under the

struggled considerably while the opera- 
tion was in process.

were completed by 3 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon and Dr. Goheen says he return- 
ed to his office, first notifying the Ull-

He says he remained in his 
ofTice duriner ihe afternoon and evening. 


Found One Child Dead. 


The Ullmers state that the stupor of 
the children 
alarmed them and 
they 
telephoned 
repeatedly for Dr. Goheen 
to come, but that he did not visit the 
house until 0 o'clock Thiirsday night, 
when Mr. Ullmer 
went 
to his office 
for him. 
When he arrived at the Ull- 
mer home he foimd the boy dead, and 
the little girl almost dead. 


In his statement to Coroner Kruse 
and Deputy Prosecntor S. A. Callahan 
Dr. Goheen says he used in his hypo- 
dermic solution twenty minims of water 
and 
one-» tablet 
of hyoscin, 
morphine 
and eactin, and gave each child two 
injections. 
The hyoscin tablet he says 
was one of a tube of twenty-five that 
he had purchased at the Dreier drug 
store. 
In the tube, identified by Dr. 
(Toheen as his and now in possession of 
the state, were remaining twenty tab- 
lets. 
Dr. Goheen states that piwiotis 
to the operation he had prepared for 
Mrs. Armack, corner of Wells and Fifth 
streets, a bottle of liquid medicine in 
which he used, he believes, four hyascin 
tablets. 
What remains of this bottle of 
medicine is now held by the state and 
will be subjected to a chemical analvsis. 


Get Bottle From Up State. 


Dr Goheen further says that he pre- 
pared a bottle of medicine for a Mrs. 
Hassetl:. residing at Pleasant lake, and 
thinks he may have used some hyascin 
in that. 
Detectibe Sergeant Peter .Junk 
went to Pleasant lake and Angola 
triying 
to trace this bottle of medicinc, but could' 
locate no person at either place and 
finally 
inquiry at Auburn revealed her 
whereabouts east of that city. 
What 
was left of her bottle of medicine is 
now in possession of the ])rosecutor and 
it Avill be analyzed to determine the 
presence of hyascin. 


The state 
will undertake 
to prove 
that the solution of hyascin administer- 
ed by Dr. Goheen to the Ullmer clul- 
dren was deadlj^ and was the cause of 
death. 


Has Long Practiced. 


Dr. Goheen is 57 years old and was 
born in Lake Township, Allen county. 
He was graduated from the old Fort 
Wayne college of medicine thirty-two 
years ago, practiced for twenty years 
in Continental, 
0., conducted a drug 
store for a short time in South Whit- 
ley and for ten years has practiced in 
Fort ^Vayne. 


He refused Tuesday, following 
his 
arrest, to make any statement, sayin!:^ 
he had said all he "had to say. He v> 
disposed to dwell upon charges ol 
criminal operation that 
were broiight 
against him a year or two ago in con- 
nection with the death of an Adams 
county woman and out of which came 
no consequences that aflfected him.

a univeree of ruins.'' 


The speaker in the lattei- halF- of his 
address 
pointed 
out 
eympathetically, 
varioiis ways in which that scientific 
pessimism can be corrected until one 
arrives at a valid optimism, and is as- 
sured of thè permanence of all that hu- 
manity has been striving for in the 
realm of the ideal. 
Convinced after all 
that the universe is a universe in which 
spirit and the ideal is the primary fact.

Saturday. 


"Voters in Allen and more than twenty of the otlier 
ninety-one connties in Indiana will hare their first oppor- 
tunity next Satnrday, September 5, to register as a quali- 
fication for easting a v^te at the November elf^tion. 
Every Allen eonnty voter who can possibly do so shonld 
oregister on that date. 


The Tan Anken->Storen registration law of 1913, sup- 
planting the art operative in 1912, provides for only one 
compulsory registration, in October, twenty-nine days be- 
fore election. 
The September registration is optional 
.-with voters in each county. Petitions for the special reg- 
istration day have been filed and granted in the following 
counties: (lib/ion, Spencer, Bartholomew, Dearborn, Jen- 
nings, Switzerland, Pai-ke, Henry, Marion, Adams, Dela- 
ware, Madison, Randolph, Wells, Fountain, Montgomery, 
Lake, Tippecanoe, Cass, (h'ant, Miami, Pulaski, Allen, De- 
ÌKalb, N'olile, Elkhai't and T.aporte. 


The importance of early registration is being im- 
pressed upon voters l)y the leaders of all political parties. 
'No registrati oil in a former year will qualify you to vote 
at the coming election. It is the provision of the registra- 
tion law that there shall be a separate registration for 
¿¡each election. Voters are required under the law to pre- 
sent their applications for re,[iistration in person, or by 
affidavit if ill, quarantined or unavoidably absent from 
:the county. Notices C(-»ncemÌQg the place of registration, 
^are now posted in each precinct in the county, and the 
(registration booths will be open from 6 o'clock in the 
imomiQg until 9 oV.lock at night. 


While there will be one more registration opportunity 
Sn October, it is not wise to defer the duty until that time. 
Circumstances may make it next to impossible for you to 
fdo it then. Take time by the forelock and register next 
^Saturday.

But Only Fielding 
Figures Show. » 


Right in our midst, si)eaking from a 
ha.sebaU viewpoint, we I'ave for a couple 
of seasons Imd a real world champion 
mound specialist wlio was sorely cheated 
in making up the records. 


With tiie race in the American leaguo 
practically settled and the assurance tiiat 
Corneli'us J. McGillicuddy v/ill lead his 
Athletics against The Giants, Braves or 
Cardinals, with the Cubs as a popsibllity, 
world champions past and present begin 
to be interesting personages. 


Not that Francis M. Afllcins, content to 
play in the Central league as plain Tom- 
my Atkins, is not at all times an inter- 
esting personages. 
As a matter of fact 
all left Jiaiided hurlers are 
interesting 
t u t in searching the baseball records for 
laiO, the year that he was a member of 
the Philadelphia American firing squad, 
It develoxjs that aside from his fielding 
record theie Is notliing in any of the 
standard works on the doings of baseball 
players that shows how many games he 
won and lost. 


In the fielding records it is shown that 
Francis M. participated in fifteen games 
and that he came through with an un- 
blemished escutcheon as he 
committed 
no errors during his occupancy of the 
mound while he was in the employ of 
the astute Mr. McGillicuddy. 


He accomplished a CQjupIe of killings 
and had eighteen assists ii^ his big league 
experience but that is as far as tlie rec- 
ord goes. 
That he was simply overlooked 
is patent because Dygert, one of his r'un- 
ning mates on the squad took part In iiine 
games and 
records 
show 
hurlers 
who 
were engaged in only four battles so lie 
could not have been omitted because he 
participated in comparatively few games. 


His batting record was, .118 for the sea- 
son and his picture has been printed In 
the guides and on the "official" roster of 
the world champions although he took 
no part in the post season series against 
the Cubs. 


Adkins has been half a dozen years In 
baseball and has plenty of good pitching 
left in him. 
The fact that he was with 
the champs has not been generally known 
here or on the Central circuit, although 
the knowledge that he was once an Ath- 
letic has been given publicity. 
He has 
"been mentioned as a Class AA possibility 
and may be drafted unless the impres- 
sion prevails that he has reached his leVel 
in Class B based on the theory that he 
has been in baseball a number of years. 


As a matter of fact he started when he 
was nineteen and has been pitching for 
six years. Just put two and two together 
and it will be an easy matter to arrive 
at his age. 
He started in .1908 in the 
Southern Michigan league, having gi-ad'u- 
ated from a high school club.

Tribune's Washington correspondent has 
sent the following to his newspaper: 


President Wilson will be a candidate 
for a second presidential term. 


Definite inft/rmation that Mr. Wilson 
has expressed himself 
as believing it 
the duty of a chief executive to submit 
his administration to the people of the 
country, so -that they may express their 
approval or disapproval of it, came to 
the Tribune correspondent today from 
in authoritative source. 


It 
was before Mrs. Wilson^s death 
that the president expressed himself to 
a friend upon the subject of a second 
presidential term. 
Since that time per- 
sons in touch with the administration 
have entei-tained the opinion 
that 
he 
might be so disheartened by the death 
of Mrs. Wilson and by the drain upon 
his strength made by the ever increas- 
ing round of official duties 
that 
he 
might prefer quieter scenes and a less 
strenuous regime at the end of the pres- 
ent term. 


Will Live Up to Duty. 


Those who are familiar with the pres- 
ident's charactpr. however, do not be- 
lieve. in the light of his expressed views 
with regard to a second term, that he 
will fair to live up to what he conceives 
to be his duty in the matter. 


Political 
leaders, 
both 
within 
and 
without 
the democratic party, believe 
that if Mr. Wilson is a candidate for 
the democratic nomination he will not 
be seriously opposed. From an authori- 
tative source it has been learned that 
not long p.go Secretary of State Bryan 
expressed the view that if the Wilson 
administration was a success Mr. Wil- 
son could have the democratic nomina- 
tion for the asking, and that if the ad- 
•ministration did not measure up to the 
public 
expectations 
the 
nomination 
would not be worth having. 


Hasn't Consulted Bryan. 


From the source wherip the informa- 
tion with respect to the president's at- 
titude toward the second term principle 
•was obtained there came the statement 
that 
the president 
and 
Secretary 
of 
State Bryan have no agreement of any 
sort on the .subject of Mr. Wilson's fu- 
ture ambitions. 


At the time that Mr. BrvRn accepted 
the first portfolio of Mr. Wilson's cabi- 
net a report was ci)"culated that the two 
men had interclianged views upon the 
eubjeft of a second term, and that an 
understanrling existed that Mr. Wilson 
would not be a candidate in the way of 
Mr. Bryan in the next national contest. 
This report has b^en recurrent during 
the present administration. 


One Term Plank Dropped? 


The president's conficant with regard 
to a second term today expressed the 
opinion that Mr. Wilson or Mr. Bryan 
never 
has discussed the single term 
plank of the democratic national plat- 
form adopted at the Baltimore conven- 
tion. 


The plank of the democratic platform 
w^ith reference to the term of the presi- 
dent is in the following language: 


"We favor a single presidential term, 
and to that end we urge the adoption 
of an amendment to the constitution 
making the president of the 
United 
States ineligible for re-election, and we 
pledge the candidate, of this convention 
to this principle.'' 


Plank Variously Construed. 


This plank has been •»'ariously con- 
Btrued. 
In some quarters it is regarded 
as committing the candidate of the con- 
vention which framed the platform only 
to an effort to secure an amendment to 
the constitution making the president 
ineligible ior a second term. 


On the other hand, Secretary of State 
Bryan at various times has been credited 
mth placing the opposite construction 
upon 
the 
commitment. 
It has been 
stated that Mr. BiT-aji, Who headed the 
platform committee of the 
Baltimore 
convention, wrote this single term plank 
with the express idea of preventing the 
candidate 
of 
that 
convention 
from 
standing in the way of the commoner's 
own presidential ambitions four years 
thereafter.

All Gone to the War. 


"C'est fini," she whispered, and went 
out of the room, lesL 1 should see her 
cry. 
I learned afterward that her hus- 
band, her three brothers and her hus- 
band's brothers had all gone.

The next day was Tuesday, and my 
boat was to

The first thing that happen«d was 
that a party of fiv.e with six tickets to 
Dieppe offerea me the extra 
one for 
the next moniing, if I wanted to risk 
the possibility of the boats not running 
from Dieppe to Newhaven. 


The party, like all the strange combi- 
nations of those day«, consisted of a 
man and l^is wife, and little child, and 
two college boys who had annexed them- 
selves. 
I agreed to go with them, and 
being thus provided for, guarded the 
luggajge while my friend," and the other 
American woman who had telephoned 
us, went out to oin the line in the street. 


This line was run on the sam'e basis 
as the line at the embassy. After get- 
ting a number in one line, one came 
back in a day or two for. a railroad 
ticket. 
But blind luck caused a woift- 
an to decide not to- use her two tckets 
to Havre, and to ask my friend and the 
other woman if they wanted them. 


The - rumor was strong that no boats

My friend did not dare risk 
it, and so did not take the ticket.

dared, for I \va8 trying to catch the 
Philadelphia. 
So I gave her my Diepp« 
ticket and took the one to Havre my- 
self. 


After saying. good-bye to my frend, I 
was left alone. 
Grim 
determination 
took me, and J began to work.

France'was' to sail from Havre the next 
morning, and I went to 
the 
French 
steamship line to try to change my 
Philadelphia ticket for- a' *La Fi-ance 
ticket. 
It was then 1:30 
m., and the 
train' to Havre left at 3:30. . 


The French line clerk looked at me in 
amazeinent. 
"There are no places left 
on La France," he said, "but there are 
on the Chicago, which sails 'l^atujday.

we just crept on

Survivors Bring News of 
Fate of Zdoif, Russian 
Explorer. 


London, Sept. 
1.—A St. 
Petersburg 
dispatch to the Reuter Telegram com- 
pany reports that 
surviving 
members 
of 
the 
Ai-ctie 
expedition 
headed 
by 
Lieutenant Zdoff, which left 
for 
the 
north in 1912, have arrived at Archan- 
gel. 
The siurvivors stated that Lieuten- 
ant Zdoff died in a vain attempt to 
reach-the north pole. 
The 
expedition 
Avintered in 1012 and 1913 in newly dis- 
covered territory and later Zdoff 
pro- 
ceeded to Franz Josef land whence he 
started for the pole accompanied by two 
sailors. 
The leader fell ill on the way 
and died. 


The Russian government sent an ex- 
pedition to relief of Lieut Zdoff early in 
1914, and it is probable that this expe- 
dition effected the rescue of 
the 
ex- 
plorer. 
According to Lieutenant Zdoff's 
plans 
tlva 
expedition 
after 
reaching 
Franz Josef land was to divide itself in 
two parts at the beginning of 1913. The 
polar party, consisting of the lieuten- 
ant and two companions, was to make 
a dash for the pole while 
the 
other 
members remained 
at winter 
quarters 
to carry on scientific work. 
The 
first 
subscription to defray the expenses of 
the expedition 
was $5,000 
given 
by 
Emperor 
Nicholas. 
Lieutenant 
Zdoff 
has been credited 
with 
using 
polar 
bears to draw his aledge.

Feared Others Were Lost. 


The passengers were huddled on the 
breakwater and later were taken ashore 
on tugs and in other excursion boats.

One man, who was taken from the 
water, said the passengers had not been 
awakened until a few minutes before 
the boat sank. 
He had been asleep in

approval or disapproval of it, came to 
the Tribune correspondent today from 
an authoritative source. 


It was before Mrs. Wilson's death 


that the president expressed himself to 
a friend upon the subject of a second 
presidential term. Since that time per- 
sons in touch with the administration 
have entertained the opinion that he 
might he so disheartened by tho death 
of Mrs. Wilson and by the drain upon 
his strength made by the ever Increas- 
ing round of official 
dxttien 
that 
he 


might prefer quieter scenes and a less 
strenuous regime at the end of the pres- 
ent term. 


Will Live Up to Duty. 


Those who are familiar with the pres- 


ident's character, however, do not be- 
lieve, in the light of hia expressed views 
"U"ith regard to n second term, that he 
"will foil to live up to what he conceives 
to be hip duty in the jgattcr. 


Political 
leaders, both 
within and 


•without the democratic party, believe 
that, if Mr. Wilson is a candidate for 
the democratic nomination he will not 
be seriouplr opposed. From nn authori- 
tative source it has been l»arned that 
not long ago Secretary of State Bryan 
expressed the view that if the Wifpon 
administration was a success MV. Wil- 
son could have the democratic nomina- 
tion for the asking, and that if the ad- 
ministration did not measure up to the

' From th* source where the informa- 


tion -wi'O respect to the president's at- 
titude toward the second term principle 
•was obtained there ratne the statement

State Bryan have no agreement of a.ny 
fort, on the subject of Mr. Wilson's fu- 
ture ambitions. 


At the time that Mr. Rrvan accepted 


the lirst portfolio of Mr. Wilson's cabi- 
net, x report was circulated that the two 
men had interchanged views upon the 
subject of n second tnrm. and that nn 
understanding existed that. ATr. Wilson 
would not, he a candidate in the way of 
Mr. Brya.n in the next national contest.

And it was jtiit here thai 


the Indescribable, so me thing which, we 
will call blind luck made its first ap- 
pearance. 


If we had not just then gone back to 


our hotel for an identification card, we 
would hare missed a telephone call from 
another American woman saying that 
she knew that the channel boat* were 
running, fl.nd that wa must pack our 
bags and go directly to the Saint Lazare 
station, where we conld try to get a 
ticket. We packed our bags and want. 
As I could carry only two bags, I left 
one behind, packing its contents into 
the corners of the other two. 


The first thing that ha.ppen«d was 


that a party of five with six tickets to 
Dieppe offered mo the extra one for 
the next morning, if I wanted to rink 
the possibility of the boats not running 
from Dieppe to Newhaven. 


Tbe party, like all the strange combl 


nations of those days, consisted of i 
man and hia wife and little child, and 
two college boys who had annexed them- 
selves. I agreed to go with them, and 
being thus provided for, guarded the 
luggage while my friend, and the other 
American woman who had telephoned 
us, went out to oin the line in the street. 


This line was run on the same basis 


a* the lin<> at the embassy. After get- 
ting a number in one line, one cfl-me 
back in a day or two for a railroad 
ticket. But blind luck caused a wom- 
an to decide not to use her two tckets 
to Havre, and to ank my friend and the 
other womnn if they wanted them. 


The rumor was strong that no boats 


left Havre. My friend did not dare risk 
it, and BO did not take the ticket. 
I 


dared, for T was -trying to catch the 
Philadelphia. So T gave her my Dieppe 
ticket and took the one to Havre my- 
self. 


After saying good-bye to my frond, I 


was left alone.

steamship line to try to change my

It took the train ten hours to get 


from I'arie to Havre. 
\V« arrived at 


1:30, and it was not the sort of trip to 
forget. 
The train barelv moved, and it 


stopped every few minutes, while th>- 
soldiers who lined the track on both 
sides peered in the windows. 


There wan no guard of any sort to 


call the stations; we just crppt on 
silently, stpaltliily, through 
the 
late 


afternoon and the night, stopping with 
a jerk every for minutes, taking on 
soldiers 
every 
few 
stations, 
who 


trudged up and down the corridors and 
stared in at us. 


The train was almost dark. 
Each 


compartment hnd a tiny gaf* jpt turned 
up about half way.
